PATENTS GRANTED ON
UNIQUE SMOKING DEVICE.

The cylindrical form of the *Velvet
Smokarols” is claimed as ome of its
chief advantages, finsuring the com-
plete burning of the pipe load and also
its firm retention of the ash, even
when emoked in a breeze. It iz fur-
ther stated that the form of the
*'‘Smokarol” prevents particles of to-
bacco from getting into the bottom of
the pipe bowl and the stem and pre-
vents the pipe from becoming sjrons
th taste and odor.

As a further protection, ‘*Velwvet
Smokarols" have a coat of thin, white
tmeleu rice paper outside wrapper.
